Hugh. C. Childers has decided to con- 
test the south division of Edinburgh at 
the approaching by-eleotion. . There is no 
probability of Jija being defeated,! liut hia 
effort to got into iv dead man's shoes has 
made him. the target for tory wits, Some 
of thu commenta iu tha newspapers are 
amusing. Childers is described as the 
"animated honey pot of Gladstone's cabi- 
net;" as a "befougod figure in a moisture 
as dense as a November fog;"_and aa a 
"calrtmity na dungoroua, to hia friends as a 
can of dyiiuiuite out for a holiday." 

London, Jiiii. 10.— Tho interest of the 
English public iu home ntlo has hLowu ft 
marked doclino dui-ing tho 2>ast wotk. The 
papers, especially tbo Times couliuua to 
publiBlimnny letters on the subject, but tha 
leiitlera of both- parlies maintain complete 
silence. The public perceive that nothing is , 
likely to be said or ddhs before the ineetine 
of parliament. i 

All4e6eiit attempts to draw out Gladstone 
hove" faired, He reserves himself lor tho 
meeting of liberal leaders, Bummoned for 
Monday, and to be followed by a lueotiug 
of the whole parly on Wcdueaday. Tho 
firat mooting will endeavor to ngree on tac- 
tics ftr tho opeDiu-! of tho session. Cllad- 
Htone will niako a Htiitenieiit to the second 
nieetiug, iutoiuledto sectue tlss ec cpcriition 
of tbo whoki party iu tbo progmninio.wliioh 
is not mtc-ndod to discIoKU a deiliiite Irinh 
policy. 

Among tho many rumors tbe most prob- 
able is that Gladstone will adopt thoFiibiau 
policy— movo no aniendmeut to tho aJdroBK, 
abstain from nil attempts to defeat tho gov- 
ernment, and endeavor both Lord Snlia- 
btiry to show their hands. A negative 
policy is in fact the ouly policy on which 
the once tiuited liberal party its now able to 
agree. 

The conservatives, after a sharp conflict 
in tho cabinet, have decided to oppoaaevery 
demand for an Ir.sb pttrliament. Lord Kan- 
dolph Churchill stood out for a fresh alli- 
ance with tho Parncllitos, bat obtainoil 
slight support. Ho was obliged to admit 
that it was imposaiblo to unite tho tories iu 
support of homeprule, but it is understood 
he hoped to detact" enough radicals to con- 
struct a tory-rndical-Parnellite coalition 
with a working majority. Ho abandoned 
this plan when ho found- a majority of his 
coIIoaguQB leudy to reBigu rather than 
submit. 

Tbo government, adbores to its intention 
to propcsu a large measure of local govern- 
ment, couccdiug to Ireland iu principle 
every privilege grunted to EngloJid and Soot- 
laj^, Earnell will decline this offer,,! and 
renew his appeal to Gladstone^^iw will re- 
ply that-only the ministers in poweri can 
propose a substantive scheme. A week ago 
Gladstone took a different view and intend- 
ed to lead an attack on the government, on 
the grounds that tho liberals would other- 
wise be obliged either to support or oppose 
ParueU'H amendmeut, but tbe indications 
to-day are that Gladstone will stick to geu- 
oralities; will pronounce Lord Siilisbury's 
Bobeme inaderiuntc, but will retrain from 
proposing an nlternativc. "Keep tho tories 
in .ofiice for the present," is the yeueral 
liberal , feeling. . 

The ministry will neither challenge nor 
evade a vote of confidence. They will an- 
nounce their policy in their iiieaauTeB, and 
stand or fall with them. 

Parliament will meet on Tuesday. The 
Right' Hon.' Arthur Welleslty Peel will 
be chosen 'speaker, 'fhe swearing in of 
the memberB.^aad other formalities will 
occupy the^weeK. Tho Queen's speech 
will be read on the IStli iiist., when the 
real struggle will begin. 

LoiNDON, Jan. 10. —The artists of Lon- 
don are ohuckling over the queer outcome 
of Queon yiotpria's.sfclleged ' parsimony. 
When PrinceBB",Iji'u'Ue'''waB married to 
Lome, in 1871i"her majesty determined 
to have th6 even't bommemoi'ated by a big 
oil painting. The scene at St. George's 
chapel, at Windsor, was picturefque and 
gorgeous and worthy tho pencil of Mil- 
lais, Leigliton or Frith. An obscure paint- 
er v/aa engaged and he waa occupied for 
several months upon the painting. The 
outlines of ihepicburo were just completed 
when suddenly both painter and and paint- 
ing disappeared. The Queen waited two 
yearsand then caused InqiiirieB to be made. 
After a long search tho unfinished 
picture was found in a_ pawnshop. Tho 
artist has never been ' found. Another 
painter was hired to finish tho picture, 
and it haanorv been completed and hung 
in the royal gallery at Windsor. It is 
almost as large and quite aa truthful as 
the famous battle scene depicting the 
Duke of Cpnnaught'a heroism at Tel- eU 
Keber; bub the Queen is angry because 
tho total cost of the picture is far more 
than would have beeu charged by the 
most expensive academician. 

Tho lakes in Regent's park have been 
crowded with skaters during the recent 
freeze. To-day there was an unusual 
number of persons enjoying themselves 
on the ice. Tho throng was bo groat on 
one of the ponds as to break tho ice, and 
at least 100 mon, women and children 
were given a very cold ininiersiun.

LENQTE OF HUMAN LIBE. 

Tho death of a negro in Texaa at I;1ib 
authenticated ago of one hundred a,ad 
twenty five «"nr«. may bo tak^n bb onoof 
the many caaes that go to show that the 
span iif huiniii lifa is being gradun lly 
lengthened. There ia no doubt of it — 
and thuae who fear to die can tulie h«arc 
from the fuot that people generally are 
longer-lived than each preuoding genera- 
tion, and it would rathur bo stiaiir^e were 
it otherwise. A more and more intimate 
knowledge of nature's laws, as thty efl'eot 
the economy of the human corporal frame, 
and that mental physiology which treats 
of the fuuationa of the mind and ttioir 
intimate relation with the general pli3'sic- 
al system of man, cannot bo nci)uirud 
without what is thereby gained being 
turned to advantage by eome. The age, 
by some, has been asserted to bo "fast" 
— and that men near out and did more 
quickly than they used to in olden times. 
This, with one reservation, is untrue, 
' Excesses and abuses were as equally possi- 
ble for indulgence huiidroda of years ago 
as now; though not so the means of pos- 
aible recovery from the results, which the 
added experience and reaearoh oE,oges has 
imparted to the world, and which a near- 
ly perfect, or at leiist, a far more 
perfect perception of the work- 
ings of cause and result — tho 
tniciug of every gradntiou of the samt>, luis 
givoii to oiviliziitiou tho bcniutits of i\ 
hygienic medical and aiirgical lore, which, 
■while it is rich and . sucoesaful in ruineilial 
moaBures, also gives to those who will the 
opportunity to Ituow not only what to do 
and what not to do, but the reason why. 
Meivs Sana i/i carpore sana was never more 
poasible thau in the j^iesent; and.therefore 
vUle .thpae-tli«ro if^^ 
ture'B law's and siifiei- and die the same as 
their counterparts did in th» past, there is 
this difference: that whereas both sutler 
and have suffered the same penalties, the 
latter erred in ignorance, while the former 
for the moat part sin in knowledge. The 
reservation alluded to is that in the course 
of the changed habits of society, tho strain 
on the mental faculties is greater than in 
past times;, aud in this case the word strain 
18 synonymous with drain. Prom the iu- 
' creasing wear and tear to which some minds 
^ -are exposed; spring no iiisigni&bant gropor; 
; tibh of the early moh^ity'vMe^^^^ 
1 amongst up; and those wh'6"are''awftro of the 
intimate oouuoction between mind and body 
will appreciate the fact. It is udniittod 
that among the busiuesB men of n nation 
(especially in the United States, where the 
race for wealth is more eager than elsewhere) 
the mortality is as great as among those 
engaged in dangeruua ualiinga — in which 
death from accident is liable to occur at 
any moment. Tho petty .worriet and 
cares, the harassing of every-day busi- 
ness life, tell mure upon the system, do 
more to "break down" msn than great 
troubles, occasional deep griefs, or evmi 
the deep study of abtruso scienooa. Uvcr 
exertion, physical or mental — anything 
in fact which makes an overdraft on 
nature, — cannot be indulged in with im- 
punity. As one of Dickens' characters 
remarks, where the e.-spenditiiro is a far- 
thing leas than the income tho result ia 
happiness; where tho e^spenditure is a 
farthing ia esooaa of that income the- re- 
sult ia — misery. Thia ia as true when ap- 
plied to the health as to the pocket. 
£noh may use the surplus as he thinks 
fit, but not 80 the capital.

natural term of life.

Moves were duplicated 
on a gigantic board aud watched with tho 
utmost eagerness, A special coda to govern 
the contest had been drawn up and signed 
by the contestants. It provides that tho 
match is to be decided by either player win- 
uiug ten games, draw games not counted. 
The contest is to be divided into four games 
to be played in New York, all to be won by 
one pi ay or; three gnines in St, Louis and 
three games iu Now Orlenus. Thirty moves 
must bo made during tho first two hours 
of each game and fifteen movcs an hour 
thereafter. Three games a week are to bo 
played, with intoivals of one day between 
each game. Both coutoatants appeared iu 
excellent condition, aud at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon tossed up a coin to decide who 
should have tho first move.

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Jan. 11. — Premier Sangaata 
has Vfiihdrawn hia assent to the terms 
upon which QenararDomiiisuea offered to 
accept the ambassadorship.

Secretary M irtiutK, who Wi s sec- 
retary 10 Marshal I'rim, h.is written a hit- 
tor iu reply to the pamphlet of the Spim- 
tsh exile Aiigulo, in which lithe'ilatteep^ac 
cuses Due de Montpensier of Havnig insti- 
gated tho assassination of I'rim. Marti- 
nez suggests that perhaps .Aiujulo received 
money from Duo do iMuiitpeusioi' and 
hired the assassins himself and lied, hid- 
ing in disguise at Montevideo, 

The rebels who made tho attack on Ft. 
St, Julian numbered seventy, including 
forty belonging to the garrison. A man 
of war has gone in pursuit of thorn. Oar- 
thagena has beondeularod ill aatate of seigo. 
Several arrests have been 'made in connec- 
tion with tho attack. General Faj irdu, 
military governor of tho city, who was 
wounded by the rebels, is in a critical 
condition. Ho has been prumoted to tho 
rank of lioutonant-geiieral in i'ei^>i;iiitiun 
of hia gallantry, and tho queen has sent 
her own physician to atliind hiin. The 
insurgents shouted for "Zorilla and tho 
Republic." They embarked on a vessel 
which was lying in the harbor in readiness 
to receive them in case tlioy wero not 
successful. It is rumored that two aur- 
geants and a corps have boon arre.'ited. 
The town of Carlhagena ia now quiot, 
Lopez Dominguez and other generals vis- 
ited ttie war oihce and offered their ser- 
vices to the governmeut. >'

While tho 
failures of 1885 are only three per cent, 
lest >p, i^ambor than in 1884, the liabili- 
ties have decreaacd nearly 50 per cent. 
The number of tr;iders reported in busi- 
neaa in 1885 was 010,990. Of the,ao one 
in ovtiry 80 failed. In 1878, with 074,000 
tradeiii, one in every 03 came to grief. 
The average amount of liabtliti^s.of each 
failure woa, in 1885, §ll,678i~og;ainat §20,- 
632 in 1884, and $22,300 in .1878. It is 
seen from these figures that, while bnsi- 
uoaa oaaualtiea decrease but slightly, they 
are far- leas tigniGcant in amount and im- 
portance.

Provincial l^itucalion. 

To ' THE Editor: — While admiring 
greatly and much instructed by ' the 

valuable articles in your Co?ci)u\< of Jan. 
lat. I must confeas that I do not see my 
way clearly aa to tho auccesa of tho 
Bchome sketched out therein fdr provin- 
cial education. And yet I feel that if I 
criticize this project, even mildly, I incur 
the cehaureB of^vthoBB who launch grand 
plana as well as of those ^ho delight in 
ostentatious domonatrations. Univorsi- 
tiea, colleges, and in short all tho human 
expedients for establishing the highest 
education are guvenied by curtain natural 
laws. One is fundamental, namely : That 
preparation must go before progress. Thus 
for e.xaraple, Oxford Bpd GambridgO draw 
their supply of candidates for "marticula - 
tion from the few great public schools aa 
well as from i\ boat of private ones. 
Trinity College, Dublin, when founded 
waa at fir-at but poorly furnished with 
Btuden'.s. simply beoauso there wero so 
few schools to Ell them. . Long since it 
has been otherwise.i'; ;The "University. 
cuUego (if Toronto is a succoas in point of 
numbers, beca i tho upper Canada 
college ia its nursery whenco tiie alumni 
are drawn, Winnipeg college is a failure, 
mainly from tho absence of such adequate 
source of supply. Now, if a provincial 
university or college ia .net up for British 
Columbia, tho same law must operate, 
and if observed, succeja may follow, if 
neglected ur infringed failure mustonsao. 
What then are the source.s from which, 
when adequately prepared, the supply, of 
students must be found? I.leaye, Lout 
mechanics' institutes, because' 'the rae- 
chatiica themselves, if wise, will do this 
work of self education without the patron- 
age reatrictions of tho state, as everywhere 
elae they do. There rsre-only two high 
schools in the prdr.incez.atj'd^'jiery few 
private achoola g^vjngiat.auperibr educa-^ 
tion;.;vWhera7theh>'are'.»^^ 
new univeraity to come from? The 'self 
made students are very few indeed who 
might come forward, and the CP. R, will 
take off nut a few of tho brit;ht ones .to 
Toronto aa has already been tho case, per- 
haps, even to Winnipeg. Theaons of thefew 
wealthy gentlomcn hereareand will bo sent 
to England first to achuol and then tn tho 
universities, for the sake not almio uf the 
education proper, but quite as much f ^r 
tho t<ake of aaaocialioii with vnuiiu gentle- 
men uf their, class, perhapa, alsn, with 
some parents, fur sake of reli^ioua cul- 
ture in tho grand old natinnal fai'h of 
England. Tho public or ])rimary schools 
could never yield a supply of atudonta, 
ami it is laid duwn as a certain rule "that 
it would bo neither right, nor wise that 
tho curriculum of the public schools 
should be enlarged," The only /other 
poBsible^ source of supply whence to fill 
the halls of tho proposed college or uni- 
Tursity cf the province is by increasing 
the iiunibor and e.xlendiiig the curriculum 
in the high schools. If any other source 
ia available, lot it be pointed out. Other- 
wise the corridors and lecture rooms will 
resiiiind only to the footsteps of univer- 
sity oliicerB and tho voices of siiiocure 
professors. Apologizing for occupying so 
much apacQ in dealing v.'ith this line pro- 
ject, and hoping that tho University of 
British Columbia may not prove like the 
Groat Eastern — the pride of many but 
the profit of few, lam, air, your obedi- 
ent servant, An Ijimiguant.

THE WRECKED HYLTON CASTLE. 

1.1st of Saved- and CliJef Mate's 
Account of the Wreck. 

SuireriuKS oftlie Grew in the Icy 
Cold aiidi BliudinK Snow. 



(Exclusive to The Colonist) 

HbNTEii's Point, L. I., Jan. 12.— The 
tet! shipwrecked sailors from the steamer 
Hylton Castle arrived here this afternoon. 
The names of the saved are: John Mar- 
shall, of Shield's, chief mate; Hector 
Boiuooia, of Malta, boatawain; Frank 
Norris, 2nd engineer; Fred Roes, 3rd 
engineer; Walter Howard, steward; Ed. 
Kure, cook; David L Dayis, Geo. Nefant, 
Jas. Anderson, seamen. TL had nothing 
but the clothing they wor , having been 
unable to. save anything^ from the 
vQsaol. Chief 9late Marshall told 
the followint; story of the wreck and 
sufferings of the officora and crow. Be- 
fore telling the atory, hov.-over, Marshall 
and his companions eagerly enquired 
whether any news had been received of 
Captain Colvin and those who were with 
him in the other boat, and upon .bein^ 
tqld nothing yet had bnan seen or heard 
of them, expressed regret and aaid he was 
afraid if they did not roach land last night 
they must have been frozen to death. 
The chief mate said: "We left New York 
on Friday morning. The Hylton Castle, 
which is a tramp steamer, was loaded with 
corn for Rouen,' France. Th«re were 
twenty two persons on board, including 
the captain. About 2 o'clock in the even- 
ing, when we wore Hfiy miles cast of 
SAndy Hook, wo encountered a terrible 
snow storm. The wind blew a 
hurricane, and big waves washed over 
the . steamer's decks and tossed her 
abpnt like a raft.for several honra. Wo did 
not Itiiow where we Wore and the vessel was 
straining badly. The storm grew worse 
and the vessel became unmanageable, refus- 
ing to answer her rudder. Every moment 
we expected to bo engulfed by the sea. The 
ciiptaiu reniiiinod on the bridge, but be and 
the wheelman bad to be tied to their posts. 
AVheu the storm was at its height the steam- 
er sprang a leak and the witor began issu- 
ing into the hold. The pumps wore sot to 
■work but failed to keep the water from ris- 
ing, and Captain Colviu as best he oould 
headed his ship for New York. The men 
were half frozen, the rigging was covered 
with ice,and every moveable thingondeck was 
washed away, the tarpaulins on two of the 
hatclioa being carried off and the water 
steadily gaining in the hold all day. On 
Sunday the pinnpa wore kept working 
while the wheeinuin tried to keep the ves- 
sel headed toward Now York. As night 
drew on the water reached the engine- 
room, and by 9 o'clock the fires were ex- 
tinguished. Tliose on board gave up all 
hopes of ever aeoing another day. A 
night of suapenao was spent, and at C 
o'clock Monday morning Fire island light 
was sighted, aa near aa cculd be guessed 
the vessel was 12 or 15 miles southeast of 
the light. At 9 o'clock, seeing there was 
no hope of saving the steamer. Captain 
Colvin piped all hands and ordered the 
life boat and launch to bo lowered half an 
hour later. I and my compiuiiona took to 
the launch and wore immediately followed 
by the rest of the oflicors and crew, who 
took the life boat. We rowed away from 
the steamer, and abolit flO Volpbfej when 
wo had gone about two miles toward the 
shore, wo saw her go down, bow first, and 
in a few aecunda not a span or top mast 
could be seen. We kept company with 
the captain's boat for several hours, until 
about sir'or seven miles from land, when 
it took a more easterly courae and we 
soon lost sight of it. Myself and 
men were greatly exhauated and many of 
us had our hands and ears frozen. We 
made but slow progreaa and about four in 
the afternoon, . when wo . were about a. 
mile off the.jhore^ a boat, from the life; 
saving station came to odr assistance. We 
were lauded and provided with dry cloth- 
ing and plenty of food which wo greatly 
needed, having had nothing to eat for 
nearly ten hours. 1 ho men in tlie'misaing 
boat were Oapt. Colvin, of Shields; chief 
engineer John Amiss, of Jarrow; J. Scott, 
of London, 3nd mate; E. Stephens, car- 
penter; Jas. Healey, fireman; T. Lovell, 
fireman; Jno. Black, Ureman; Fred Fisher, 
fireman; Theodore Larson and John Bees, 
Bcamen. 

All the men praised C'uptaiu Colviu, who 
fituok to the sinking vessul to the last. All 
the crtiwBof the life-aaviug stations betwoou 
Fire Island and Southampton are on the 
lookout for the missing bout. Dispatches 
received from Brookhaven, Putcbogula bay 
shore, Babylon, say nothing of thejnias- 
iug Captain Colvin and the remainder 
of the crew of the steamer as having been 
received at any of thoao points, although 
the men may have landed on the boaob. 
Commiinication between the life- 
saving station and Fire island is 
now impossible. The groat aouth 
bay is frozen over. A party of 
reporters and wrecking amenta started 
from here for Fire island on an ice boat 
this morning. They e.xpectod to return 
this evening with full particulars.

Albert Malott against the Queen. — This 
-was the argument upon a writ of error 
obtained by the province, who had .been 
convicted at; the last Kamlppp^iMizra',- be- 
fore Mr Justice Walkem, of 'the crime 
of wilful murder, and sentenced to be 
hanged . 

The errors assigned by tho prisoner's 
counsel, Mr. Theodore Davie, were: 1. 
That the court was hold under a liouton- 
ant governor's commission, and that the 
lieutenant governor had.'no power to issue 
the commission. 2. That the jury pro- 
cess had been awarded to a wrong ofHcor — 
to the sheriff of tho Clinton judicial dis- 
trict — whose otlico it was contended had 
been abolished by the jurors' aniendment 
act, 1885 . 3. That in the absence of an 
order of court to' the contrary, the prison- 
er was entitled to^^and'-'shpuld have 
boon tried by a jury from the vicinity of tho 
alleged murder, i. <;., iri-inile oreok, situate 
east oS l''arwell. These points had been 
taken ' by special pleu at the trial and had 
been over-ruled. 

The argument principally tnrined upon 
tho third ground, the jury proceaa had been 
direotcd to tho sherilf of Cliutou judicial 
district, comnianiling him to returu aooil 
and lawful men of Itritish Columbia, where- 
as it was contended on behalf of tho prison- 
er that he should have boon commanded to 
return'good;^aud lawful men of a particular 
district W'portion of the province. .Refer- 
ence was miido to the case of Wong Poong, 
tried about two years ago, where the jury 
Ijroeess had been for tha return of jurors 
from a particular locality of the province, 
and prisoner hiid nHHif^nod error because the 
command was not to return jurors of British 
Columbia ut huge, as in this ease, and the 
court had npheld thu conviction in that case 
cimsistontly wiih which decision it was 
now urged the cnurt must have held that 
tho jury should not be returned of men of 
the province at largo, but from some par- 
ticular locality. It was claimed 
to ho a priaonor'a common law 
right to have a jury from the 
place of tho alleged crime unless an order 
were made under sec. 11 of tho Criminal 
Procedure Act of Oauada, changing the 
venue, and no Biioh ordor.j had b 
in this case. It was also contended that 
the Sheriff's Act, 187;{, had created judi- 
cial districts. 

On behalf of tho Grown it was aruuod 
that sec. 11 applied only to- provinces 
which were divided into districts or coun- 
ties and that no diatricts or counties hav- 
ing been created in British Columbia tho 
crown could choose any portion or place 
in tho province for tho trial of criminals. 

The argument of prisoner's counsel oc- 
cupied Monday, the attorney-general was 
heard yesterday forenoon and the after- 
noon was devoted to Mr.T, Davie's re- 
ply. At thu termination of the argument 
the attorney-general aaked until to day 
to consider whether ho would ask the 
judge who had presided at the trial to 
amend tho record. 

Prisoner was remanded until Thursday, 
and the court adjourned until to-day at 
11, whon the appeal case of Risley vs. 
Gold will be continued.

ICcv. II. D. Jardiiie, of Katisas 
City, Takes an Overilosc of 
Ciiiorororiii at SI. Luiiis. 

St. Louis, Jan. 10. — Quite a aensation 
waa produced when, latS to day, the coro- 
ner annpunoed thatC^^^ . Jardine, 
who was some' week's' ago^ebiiivicted before 
an ecclesiastical court at Kansas City, had 
committed suicide here to-daj'. It ap- 
pears that Jardine, ainca his arrival 
hero aomo daya ago t) cansult 
with his attorney regarding his case, has 
been lodging in the yestry room of 
Trinity ohurch,of which J'ather Bel ts is rec- 
tor. Last evening /Jardine and his attor- 
ney, Mr. Harrison, and Father Botta.had a 
prolonged conference in the veatry rocmi, 
during ^liich Mr. Harrison very deoidud- 
ly. expressed the opinion that Bishop 
Robertson would not grant Jardine a re- 
hearinibof his case. Thia had some ett'ect 
upon Jardine, and he manife.sted consid- 
erable feeling, repeatedly declaring his 
innocence of tho charge for which he had 
been tried, and tho justice of hia demand 
for a new trial; but when Father Hotts 
and Mr. Harrison left, about 1 o'clock 
thia morning, it was not thought that 
Jardine waa seriously disturbed. 

When Father Botts arrived at the church 
early this morning he observed that .Jardine 
was still in bed, and did not distnrl) him, 
and went on with his early services. Luttir 
the sexton of thu church wont to the vestry 
room ti) wake Jardine, and found him iu a 
deep sleep and breathing heavily. Ho im- 
mediately calleii Deacon iJyer, as.-iistant to 
Fnthor lietts, who on entering tho room 
detected the odor of chloroform, and at 
once sent for physicians. On tho arrival of 
the doctors they discovered that Jardine had 
taken chloroform, and immediately adopted 
vigorous measures to restore him. After 
threo hours' continuous efforts, however,' 
they aimouuced that ho was dead. ■ The 
oorouor was notififid, and after hearing all 
tibtainablo testimony a verdict of suicide by 
chloroform was rendered.
